DIPHTHERIA. 


BiUMP 


Tliis disease appears to have pre- 


vailed quite extensively in certain 
portions of some of the 
Eastern 


States during the past two years ; 
and in some localities the authori- 
ties hnre mtule a special study of its 
prevention and treatment. In the 
city of Patterson, New Jersey, over 
four hnntlred deaths occurred dur- 
ing that time, the type being viru- 
lent. The Fassaie county Medical 
.Society, wo are informed by an ex- 
change, have made a careful consid- 
eration of the question, nnd in n 
commnniciition state that the dis- 
ease is contagious, infections and 
epidemic, and capable of prevention. 
Its causes are largely contact, per- 
sonally, coughing, spitting, sneez- 
ing, exudation, the use of infected 
nriicles, and tho poisoned air of sick 
room:-;, -which retains the poisonous 
germs for -weeks. The victims are 
usually children under fifteen, per- 
sons oi enfeebled constitutions, and 
those suffering from catarrhal and 
throat affections; nnd while all classes 
are subject to it, it attacks by pre- 
ference those whose air is contam- 
inated by imperfect 
drains, 
by 


privies, decaying -organic matter, 
whsthor animal or vegetable, dirty 
and damp cellars and overcrowded 
and ill-ventilated rooms. The pre- 
ventives recommended are cleanli- 
ness and a thorough ventilation, 
especially of cellars ana places where 
rotting matter may accumulate, per- 
fection of draining, the disinfection 
oi bedding r.nd clothing of sick peiv 
sons aud of rooms occupied by 
them, by means ofbnrning sulphur, 
lime washes and carbolic acid ; the 
complete separation of well children 
from thoso who are suffering, or 
ivho Lave died from the disease, and 
early attention to any trifling cough, 
colcl, or other throat affection.
